In New Labor Code 


Changes in the labor laws made 
at the 1941 session of the legis- 
lature have been incorporated in 
the 1941 edition of the labor code 
which has just been published, an- 
nounced George G. Kidwell, direc- 
tor of the California department of 
industrial relations, recently. 

“We find that many violations of 
the labor laws are not due to wil-

Labor and Industry Will Complete Victory 
Production Goal on Schedule, 
Says the Executive Council 


The executive council of the American Federation of Labor 
pledged that American workers will do everything within their power 
to put President Roosevelt’s 56 billion-dollar victory production 
program over the top on schedule or ahead of schedule. 

At the opening of its regular mid-winter meeting, the executive 
council gave the government am unrestricted commitment of all-out 
support. 

Because labor has everything at stake in this war and because 
it has the utmost confidence in the American government, “the 
members or the American Federation of Labor will work harder, 
they will put in longer hours and they will cheerfully assume every 
sacrifice” to speed victory, the council said. 

In order to maintain the confidence of the workers, to promote 
wider understanding of the need for sacrifices and to assure continu- 
ous all-out cooperation, the executive council asked that the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor be given represcntation on all government 
agencies whose policies and decisio alfect the interest of the 
workers, The council pointed out that in England, where “the men 
and women of labor have worked like heroes in their nation’s 
defense, labor enjoys full repres: n in the government and is 
consulted before any policies affec & workers are put into force.” 

The council emphasized that the AFL does not seek the right to 
manage industry, nor does it want to encroach upon the managerial 
functions of industry. The text of the council statement follows: 

“The American Federation of Labor stands ready to carry out 
every requirement of President Roosevelt's 56-billion-dollar victory 
production program. 

“We have full confidence that A: 
dustry, in close cooperation with ou 
gram over the top on schedule or ahead of schedule. 

“The president has told us that labor must keep the wheels of 
industry turning twenty-four hours a day, seven days a week. This 
can be done and it will be done in every vital war industry. The 
American Federation of Labor, its afiiliated unions and its five 
million members will do everything in their power to see to it that 
it is done. 

“The basic principle of the American icderation of Labor always 
has been that labor’s first duty is to America. This is especially true 
now that America is at war against the enemies of democracy. 
Labor has everything at stake in this war. Unless America is vic- 
torious, all the gains that the trade union movement has won will 
be wiped out and American workers will be enslaved. 

“With this clear realization in mind, the members of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor will work harder than ever before, they 
will put in longer hours and they wili cheerfully assume every 
sacrifice our government calls upon them to make in order to win 
the war. 

“We have full confidence in the purposes and policies of the 
American government. We know that the government is trying to 
protect American standards, not to destroy them. Because of this 
confidence, the members of the American Federation of Labor are 
responding to the nation’s call for service in a glorious way. 

“In order to maintain this confidence, in order to promote full 
understanding of the need for sacrifices and in order to assure con- 
tinuous, all-out production effort, the executive council asks that 
the American Federation of Labor be represented on all government 
boards and agencies whose policies and decisions will directly affect 
the interests of American workers. 

“If hours of work must be lengthened, if conditions of work must 
be changed, no one is better qualified than the representatives of 
the American Federation of Labor to give practical counsel and 
advice in the formulation of such new policies. If additional sacri- 
fices must be called for from time to time, no one is in a better

“This is not revolutionary theory. It is not a new or untried ex- 
periment. The experience of Great Britain, where labor is fully 


represented in the government, where labor always is consulted be- 
fore rulings affecting labor are put in force and where the men and 
women of labor have worked like heroes in their country’s defense 
should teach us the value of labor’s contributions to all-out effort 
in a free land. 

“The executive council wishes to make it clear that it does not ask 
for the right 


to manage industry, or to interfere in purely 
managerial matters. We freely concede to industry the right to 
function in the managerial sphere in accordance with its best 
judgment and in accordance with the policies of the government 
What we ask is the right of labor to be represented in any govern 
ment policy-making agency which controls the welfare of American 
workers. We ask this not only to protect the workers who have 
chosen us to speak for them, but to help America marshal the 


full power of its human resources for victory.”

THE TASKS BEFORE U 


An Extract From the January Issue of The AFL Monthly Survey 


June 1942, is the crucial period for American 
labor and industry when swift conversion must 
bring every possible plant into the war effort. 
We began the year 1941 believing that defense 
production could be added to normal civilian 
production and undertook a huge program of 
building new plants for defense work. We now 
know, in 1942, that the nation must change at 
once to a total war economy. The first industry- 
wide conversion is in automobiles, where civilian 
production has been stopped and $6,000,000,000 
of war work has been allotted. Some 300,000 
workers must shift from civilian to war work; 
there will be problems of retaining and transfer. 
The plan for conversion being considered by 
OPM is patterned on English experience. In any 
industry making metal consumers’ goods, such as 


refrigerators or stoves, many plants can be quick- 
ly converted to war production because they have 
machine shops, engineering staff, and precision 
machinery. Others have no machines able to meet 
the tolerances required, and cannot be converted. 
In England, the following plan enabled the nation 
to shift from civilian into war work in time to 
stop Hitler’s invasion: (1) All plants capable of 
conversion to war work were immediately con- 
verted; (2) civilian needs were filled by those 
plants which could not be converted, but which 
were well able to handle their usual type of 
civilian work; (3) the most economical civilian 
plants were worked full time, using as many as 
were needed; the rest were closed. All operating 
plants paid a small sum each month into a com- 
pensation pool, out of which funds were available 


to closed plants for maintenance and repair and 
to converted plants for a reserve to use for con- 
version back to civilian work after the war. De- 
cisions as to which plants should be converted, 
and which closed, were made by members of the 
industry concerned; representatives of labor as 
well as employers had a voice in these decisions. 
Some similar plan will probably be followed in 
this country. 

The American conversion program must pro- 
tect workers as well as managements during the 
transfer period. Seniority rights must be guarded, 
skilled workers must be given work which will 
use their skills to the greatest advantage, unem- 
ployment during the shift must be reduced to the 
lowest possible minimum. Floyd Odlum, director 
of contract distribution, estimates that 2 per cent

Another U. S. Circuit 
Court Upholds Division 
On Overtime 


In an opinion delving deeply into 
the social and economic aims of 
congress in adopting the fair labor 


standards act, the United States 
circuit court of appeals for the 
fourth circuit upholds the wage 


and hour division, U. S. department 
labor, in its interpretation of 
the overtime provisions of the act. 

The opinion, announced by 
Thomas W. Holland, administrator 
of the division, is the second circuit 
court opinion upholding the di- 
vision in its interpretation that 
overtime pay must be at the rate 
of time and one-half the employe’s 
regular hourly rate—not merely 
time and one-half the minimum 
rate under the act.

“We are unable to agree with the 
lower court that the primary pur- 
poses of the fair labor standards 
act are satisfied by the payment of 
time and one-half the statutory 
minimum wage for overtime.

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Asked In Bill By Congresswoman 


STA MR TN 


Distinguished service medals for 
workers doing an exceptional job 
in producing defense materials are 
provided in legislation offered by 
Congresswoman Edith Nourse 
Rogers (Republican, Massachu- 
setts). 

Awards may be made to indivi- 
duals or union where “excellent 
performance” is rendered, in the 
same way that awards are made to 
soldiers and sailors who distin- 
guished themselves in actual com- 
pat. In support of her proposal, 
Mrs. Rogers said: 

“Bvery one of us knows that the 
war cannot be won with men alone, 
no matter how brave and gallant 
they are. We know that it must be 
won with the materials of war. 

“We know that there is no 
drama—there is often agony of 
spirit and mind — during the sweat 
of production. Much of the produc- 
tion is extremely difficult, and is 
performed under very trying condi- 
tions. I think congress should pro- 
vide a distinguished service labor 
cross, that we may during this 
great emergency express our deep 
appreciation to those who make 
possible the materials essential to 
the winning of the war.

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Can We Win “Hot Cargo” Fight?

That depends. The defeat ot the “Hot Cargo” law depends 
upon whether the voters of the state vote “Yes” or ‘‘No.” 

We have one advantage. It is that many people who are 
not decided before they enter the polling booth vote “No” on 
the theory that it is better to vote “No” than “Yes” unless you 
know exactly what you are about—and we need all of the 
“No” votes we can get.

This 
fact was emphasized at a meeting 
of the representatives of national

eration of Labor on December 16, 
1941. At said meeting the following 
declaration was adopted unani- 
mously: 

“‘We pledge our support to the 
purchase of United States savings 
bonds and stamps, and do every- 
thing we can to support the pro- 
gram.’ 

“Now it becomes our individual 
and collective duty to translate 
this declaration into action. The 
members of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor and all their friends 
can do this. I appeal to you in the 
name and in behalf of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor to use 
every dollar of earnings which you 
can spare in the purchase of de- 
fense savings stamps and bonds. 

“In some localities arrangements 
are made for systematic buying, 
that is, that out of the earnings of 
the workers each pay day a cer- 
tain amount is invested in defense 
savings stamps and bonds. I urge 
that plans be formulated which will 
make such a program and such a 
policy effective . 

“T further urge that committees 
be appointed by each local organi- 
zation, each central body, and all 
state federations of labor for the 
purpose of specializing in this 
work. These committees can render 
most effective service. Let them 
be the agencies through which the 
sale of defense savings stamps and 
bonds is promoted. 

“It has been suggested that 
labor set as a part of its goal

Price Control 

There is considerable comment 
and speculation these days con- 
cerning the price control bill now 
before congress. It’s a measure 
that the working people have been 
needing and crying for, a law that 
is very badly needed. 

Senators and representatives 
have been dilly-dalling around with 
this law much too long. The Amer- 
ican people suffer every day there 
is delay in putting a good price 
control bill into effect. Lower and 
still lower standards of living tell 
us that. And these sacrifices that 
we are making today, so far, have 
in the main been not for the war 
effort ... but to put bigger profits 
into the pockets of the manufac- 
turers, merchandisers and contrac- 
tors. 


The so-called farm bloc was suc- 
cessful in the senate of having an 
amendment added to the original 
price control bill ... over the pro- 
test of the president. This amend- 
ment not only allows the price con- 
trol administrator to be interferred 
with by the secretary of agricul- 
ture but also allows prices on farm 
products to continue to rise 25 per 
cent above parity. 


The natural outcome to such a 
program of rising food prices, 
(they have already gone up around 
26 per cent), would be inflation and 
sub-standard living to a very great 
degree. It is estimated by qualified 
authorities that if the farm amend- 
ment is allowed to stand that it 
will mean that in several months

ernment wants. It isn’t what the 
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government needs. In order to do 
your part you should sign up at 
once on an allotment plan by which 
whatever sum you can afford will 
be deducted from your pay each 
week toward the continuous pur- 
chase of bonds. Go to your union 
local and your employer and tell 
them you want to do this. You will 
find them anxious to cooperate. 
And don’t be content with assign- 
ing a mere one or two per cent, 
according to your means and your 
responsibilities. Surely, a worker 
averaging $40 or $50 a week can 
afford to turn over $4 or $5 a week 
to America when it calls for help. 

And make no mistake about it— 
this is no gift. It is an investment 
of the safest and wisest order. 
When this war is over, there is go- 
ing to be an awful letdown in pro- 
duction. Jobs will be much scarcer 
and the reconstruction period is 
bound to be painful. You can in- 
sure yourself against future suffer- 
ing if you have a nest-egg of de- 
fense bonds to fall back upon and 
carry you over this trying period. 

The only way you can lose your 
investment is for America to lose 
the war. We refuse to contemplate 
such a _ possibility because that 
way we lose everything. We cannot 
let that happen. And the best way 
we can prevent it from happening 
is by buying every week from our | 
pay as much as we can possibly} 
afford in defense bonds, 

So, let’s go. Don’t hesitate or de- 
lay. Don’t wait to see what the 
other fellow is doing. Let’s try in- 
stead to sign up first on the pay 
allotment plan and then get after 
the other fellow who hasn’t. If 
you do this, America and the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor will give 
you their blessing. If you fail, you} 
are falling down on the job of 
| protecting America and yourself.
